Last Winter the owners of extensive 


coal mines in King county, Washington, 
had trouble with their employes regard- 
ing wages. The mine owners imported 
a number of negroes to take the places 
of the dissatisfied white miners. 
As 


might be expected, serious riots resulted, 
and the State Militia or National Guard 
was ordered to the scene of the distur- 
bance to quell the riots. The sympathies 
of the citizens were with the white 
minors, and doubtless the militia also 
sympathized with them. 
However that 


may be, they performed their duties as 
soldiers, and did all in their power to 
preserve the peace. 
Now the State au- 


thorities refuse 'to pay the militia for 
their services, and the soldiers have de- 
cided to sue the State, and to disband if 
they do not receive what is justly clue 
them. 


The National Guard of the State of 


Washington, like similar organizations 
in other States, is principally ^composed 
of young men who work for a livelihood. 
They necessarily have to devote much 
time to drill, for which they do not re- 
ceive nor expect pay, to make themselves 
proficient as soldiers. 
They are liable 


to be called from their business and 
their homes at a moment's notice and 
risk their lives if need be in the service 
of the public. Eight companies of them 
were ordered to the King county mines 
to perform the unpleasant duty, if the 
occasion required it, of firing upon men, 
who, like themselves, had to earn a liv- 
ing by their labor. 
They received no 


pay from their employers while absent 
on this unpleasant mission, und now the 
State refuses to remunerate them. 
This 


is so grossly unjust that it seems almost 
incredible, and it can hardly be possible 
that it is sanctioned by law or upheld by 
public sentiment. 
The State may, in 


cases of emergency, demand the services 
of its citizens without pay, but no such 
emergency existed in Washington, and 
as the State is amply able to pay its sol- 
diers it should not, in this instance, re- 
fuse to do so if it desires to be just and 
to maintain a military organization. 


News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


HI A INK AND THK PRESIDENT. 


The New York Mail and Express, Colo- 
nel Sheperd's paper, and an avowed Har- 
rison organ, prints a special dispatch 
from Washington to the effect that Sec- 
retary Blalne may soon leave the Cabinet 
for other than political reasons. 
The 


Mail and Express says it can state posi- 
tively that whatever is done will be with 
the full consent of the President and Mr. 
Elaine, and that it will be beat for the 
party. 
Both the President and Mr. 


Blaine are in entire accord and fully un- 
derstand the situation and the necessi- 
ties. 


The Mail and Express, it should be re- 


membered, is one of the papers that has 
represented Mr. Blaine as being hope- 
lessly ill. 
It is devoting its energies to 


booming Harrison, and issues special 
editions, which are scattered broadcast 
through the mails, laudatory of the occu- 
pant of the White House. 
The assump- 


tion that Mr. Blaine may leave the Cabi- 
net for reasons other than political, im- 
plies a great deal and leaves the infer- 
ence that the canse of his retirement is 
ill health. 


Loren Fletcher, a prominent Republi- 


can of Minnessota, who has just returned 
from Bar Harbor, where he had a long 
talk with Mr. Blaine, left him with the 
impression that he would ruu if asked to 
do so with sufficient unanimity. 


Another movement, the fifth since the 


war, is now being inaugurated to get col- 
ored people to emigrate from the United 
States to Liberia. 
Benjamin Oaston, 


who emigrated from Georgia to Liberia 
twenty-three years ago, is taking an 
active part in the movement, and claims 
to have the signatures of two millions of 
colored people who are anxious to get 
away from the United States. 
The 


movement is said to be in the interest of 
a steamship line. 


A Distinguished Woman Dead. 


Special to tht Journal. 


NASHVILLE, August 14.—Surrounded by 


• lew loving friends and relatives, MCI. 
James K. Polk, relict of the eleventh Pies- 
ident of the United States, died at 7:30 
o'clock this morning. 


Mrs. Polk was born September 4, 1803, 


at Marfreesborough. 
She married Mr. 


Polk when still in her teeni and lived con- 
tinnously in Nashville, except when in 
Washington during the 
Congreaiional 


career of her distinguished husband, and 
white mistress of the White House. 
For 


the past fifty years she has lived in seeln- 
uion. President Polk left • very large es- 
tate at the time of his death, but in the 
civil war neatly everything w»s dtstroyed 
or lost. 
Mra. Folk's inaome dwindled 


down until a half a dozsn years ago when 
•he found herself well nigh penniless, when 
the bill was introduced in Congress to 
grant the widow of President Lincoln a 
pension of $5,000 a year, it lacked one 
vote in the Senate to secure its passage. 
That vole was the vote of Senator Jackson 
of Tennessee. He offered to vote for the 
bill providing it was so amended as to give 
annual pensions of $5,000 to Mrs. Polk 
and the widow of President Tyler a* well 
as Mrs. Lincoln, and the bill became a 
law, 
Since that time Mrs. Polk had lived 


on this pension.

in all parts ot the country, and the flag on 
the State Capitol was placed at half-mast. 
The funeral will occur Sunday morning, 
the remains being placed in the vault along- 
side of those of her husband.

An 
immense crowd was gathered in the ceme- 
tery, and Bishop Beach prononnoud the 
last prayer, which completed the Episcopal 
burial service, for although Lowell was a 
Unitarian, it was bis wish that the funeral 
services should be from the Episcopal 
service book. Among those in attendance 
were five survivors of the Class ot 1838, 
of Harvard, of which Lowell was a mem- 
ber. The Order of the Loyal Legion, of 
which Lowell was a member, was also rep- 
resented.

present, was Miss Ellen T. Emerson, 
daughter of fUlph Waldo Emerson.

the reduction of wages at the Carson Mint. 
The mistatements ot our Representative are 
too numerous and glaring to either justify 
the space or to render it necessary to refer 
to them seriatum for they all work tip to 
a proposition which cannot fail to meet the 
most pronounced condemnation of every 
workingman in the State. 


THE PACTS ABB SIMPLY THK8E. 


The Director of the Mints ordered a re- 


duction in the working force at the Carson 
branch, not npon the ground of short ap- 
propriation but because a larger force was 
employed than was necessary to do the 
work. Through some authority, presuma- 
bly the Soperintendent, there was a meet- 
ing called, and an "agreement" made by 
certain olaisea of employes, to submit to a 
wage reduction of ten per cent., so as to 
keep the entire force in employment, 
It 


has been reported that it was an all around 
reduction, but that ia not true. The sal- 
aries of neither of the four commissioned 
officers is reduced, nor is there any reduc- 
tion in the pay of any of the higher grades 
of clerks who were receiving from $2,000 
to $2,250 per annum, prior to the force-re- 
ducing order. The burden falls exclusively 
on the laboring men and women, and sub- 
ordinate clerks whose wages ranged from 
$75 to $150 per month. It bis always 
been the policy of the National Govern- 
ment to rate the'pay of its civil service em- 
ployes in accordance with the wage stand- 
ard for similar services in the localities 
where such services are rendered. 
The 


first violation ot this unwritten law, at 
least npon the Pacific Coast, was this ten 
per cent, reduction at the Carson coin fac- 
tory by order of Mr. Harrison's Director of 
Mints. The pay of the reduced employes 
was noli:i excess of the local rates for the 
same classes of clerical and manual labor 
in Nevada, and in making the reduction 
the Administration has, by its example, en- 
oournged a general waga lowering ol all 
kinds of skilled and 
unskilled 
labor 


throughout the State. 
The fact that 


the employes themselves "agreed" to the 
redaction does not in any manner lessen 
the responsibility of the Administration tor 
its blow at the labor interests of the Stats, 
nor in any manner detract from its moral 
effect.

mine was employing 100 men, and it was 
deemed expedient by the directors to lessen 
the force twenty-five per cent., as only 
seventy-five men could be profitably em- 
ployed about the works. Suppose the Su- 
perintendent should assure the men that if 
they would "agree" to a proportionate 
wage reduction, the entire f oroe would be 
retained. 
Suppose such an agreement 


should be consummated, what would be 
the probable action of the Mechanics' and 
Miners' Unions in regard to the mat* 
ter? Why, there isn't a labor Union on 
the Coast nor in the United States 
that would seriously consider the propo- 
sition, much less for a single moment tol-

WHAT HAPPENED UKDKB CLEVELAND.

The 
then Mugwump Director of Mints (whose 
assistant and "fldus achates",by the by, was 
the present Director who made the recent 
reduction order) directed that the wages of 
certain laboring men at the Carson Mint 
should be reduced from four to three 
dollars per day. The Democratic commis- 
sioned officers of the Mint joined in a 
letter to the Director protesting against 
such reduction, stating that four dollars 
was the regular local rates for these classes 
of labor, and that it would be unreasonable 
and unjust to ask the mint men to work 
for less than their associates were getting 
elsewhere in the State. Other arguments 
were adduced but without avail. 
The 


Director was obdurate and curtly replied 
that three dollars was the amount paid for 
the same work at the San Francisco Mint 
and there was no reason why more should 
be paid at Carson. Several letters, so I 
understand, passed between the Carson 
officials and the Director, but the latter 
persistently refused to recede from his po- 
sition and peremptorily repeated his order 
for reduction. A letter was then written 
to President Cleveland protesting against 
the order, giving the same reasons that had 
been urged npon the Director, and asking 
executive interposition to prevent such an 
act of injustice, not only to the commis- 
sio ned officers and their bondsmen, but to 
the entire labor interests of the State. 
The appeal to Mr. Cleveland had the de- 
sired effect. By return mail a letter was 
received from the Director sullenly rescind- 
ing the order, which, by the by, had never 
been earned into effect.

country with them. They either feel no 
need for the strength or relaxation they 
might gain from reading, or they rely 
upon chanpe for their mental pabulum. 
Few-fare the readers who carry with 
them5 anything bnf the lightest of sum- 
mer novels—books that can be thrown 
away without regret when finished.
